To  aid  persona  in  their  choioe  of  location,  the  following  explanation  of 
the  reaeon  for  a  preference  for  the  West  over  tbe  Eaet,  is  quoted  from  relie- 
able  authority: 


WE8T  END8. 


Moat  persona  think  that  the  reason  why  the  West  end  of  London  or  New 
York  is  more  fashionable  than  the  Eaet,  ta  nothing  more  than  the  topograpb- 
ioal  figuration  of  the  capital.  Bat  the  Academy  of  Sciences  of  Pane  has  pro- 
nouuoed  this  opinion  to  be  a  delusion,  as  we  learn  from  an  article  in  the  Lon- 
don|Athen»uia. 

In  the  fint  place,  it  appears  that  it  is  not  only  at  London,  bot  at  Paris, ^i-

enna,  Berlin,  Tarin,  St.  Peterabnrgh,  and  almost  every  other  capital 
rone — at  Liege,  Caen,  Montpelierr,  Touloaae,  and  several  other  large  towns — 
wherever,  in  fact,  there  are  not  great  local  obstacles — the'  tendency  of  the 
wealthier  inhabitant*  to  group  tbenaselvea  to  tbe  west  ifi  aim  out  aa  strongly 
marked  as  in  the  ‘’greet  metropolis"  In  the  aeoond  place,  at  Pompeii  and 
other  ancient  towns,  the  same  thing  may  be  notioed  ;  and  in  the  third  plaoe, 
where  the  local  figuration  of  the  town  necessitate*  an  increase  in  a  different 
direction,  the  moment  the  obstacle  cease*,  bouses  spread  toward  the  west. 
This  last  fact  may,  it  is  stated,  be  particularly  observed  at  Rome,  and  to  a 
certain  extent,  at  Edinburgh. 

When,  then,  all  citiee  and  towns  have  their  beet  districts  in  the  west,  it  ie 
i  dear  that  the  canoe  of  it  must  be  some  general  law  entirely  distinct 
oeei  situation.  W  hat  is  that  law  ?  “It  arises  from  the  atmospheric 
pressure,”  answers  the  A  oademy  of  Science.  u  When  the  barometric  column 
rises,  smoke  and  pernicious  emanations  rapidly  evaporate  in  space.  In  the 
contrary  case  we  see  that  smoke  and  pernicious  vapors  remain  in  apartments 
and  on  the  snrfhoe  of  the  soil.  Now,  every  one  knows  that  ot  all  winds,  that 
which  causes  the  greatest  ascension  of  the  barometric  column  U  ‘  hat  of  the 
eaet,  aud  that  which  lowers  the  most  is  the  weeL  When  tbe  latter  blows,  it 
has  the  iooonveaienoe  of  carrying  with  it  to  the  eastern  part  of  the  town  all 
the  deleterious  gasefi  which  it  meets  in  its  passage  over  the  western  parts.  It 
results  from  that  that  the  inhabitants  of  the  eastern  pert  of  the  town  have  to 
support  not  only  their  own  smoke  and  miasma,  bft  those  ef  the  western  part 
of  tne  town,  brought  to  them  by  the  west  winds. 

'’When,  on  the  contrary,  the  east  wind  hlowa,  It  purifies  the  air  by  causing 
to  ascend  the  pernicious  emanations  which  it  cannot  dries  to  the  west 
Conaeauently,  the  inhabitant*  of  the  west  receive  pure  air  from  whatever  part 
of  the  horiaon  it  may  arrive ;  and  it  may  be  added  that,  aa  the  west  winds 
are  those  which  most  frequently  prevail,  they  are  the  first  to  receive  the  air 
pure  and  as  it  arrives  from  the  country.” 

After  thne  explaining  why  the  western  parte  are  the  beet,  the  Academy 
makes  these  recommendations  : 

1.  That  persons  who  have  tb* .liberty  of  choice,  and  especially  those  of 
delicate  health,  should  redds  in  the  western  parts  of  tbe  towns 

2.  That  all  establishments  from  whioh  emanate  pernicious  vapors  and 
gases  should  be  planed  in  the  east. 

8.  That  in  building  a  house  in  e  town,  and  even  in  tbe  country,  the  kitchen 
and  other  depend-n/'iea  from  which  peruieluue  emanations  may  arias  should 
be  placed  to  the  aaaL  The  members  of  the  Academy  who  have  announced 
the  preceding  discovery,  and  made  the  preceding  recommendations  are,  all 
of  Mhhu,  of  European  ruy

TUB  RKLIGIOUB  WEEKLIES. 


Tbe  Method  ut  In  the  courafe  ot  a  friendly 
distiaaion  with  the  Chrietian  Leader  regard 
ing  the  oauee  of  the  great  growth  of  Meth 
odism,  gives  us  this  briet  fummary  of  its 
doctrines,  and  accounts  tor  the  change 
which  has  come  over  tbe  preaching,  not 
only  at  the  Methodist,  bat  all  our  Protest 
ant  Churches: 

As  wt  conceive  Methodism,  its  substance 
of  doctrine  It  contained  in  three  popoai- 
tione  :  (1)  All  men  are  lost.  (8)  All  men 
may  be  caved.  (8)  Whosoever  will,  may 
be  eared  sow.  The  Chrietian  Leader  wii 
perceive  that  tbe  first  furnishes  the  foun 
it  alien  fertile  other  two.  It  was  the  vigor 
ot  the  assertion  of  this  first  preposition  by 
tbe  early  Methodist  preachers  that  made 
them  to  extraordinarily  successful  in  aroua 
ing  the  conecienjoes  of  their  bearers.  They 
made  the  danger  very  plain  before  they  ex¬ 
hibited  the  remedy,  and  so  doing,  they 
preached,  as  we  said,  “bell-fire.'’ 

Of  course,  tbe  number  cf  the  adherents 
of  a  faith  is  no  proof  of  the  truth  of  the 
faith  itselt.  It  is,  however,  not  inappro- 
iriate  to  compare  in  this  respect  two 
forms  of  Protestantism,  and  to  raise  tbe 
question  whether  one  of  them  lias  not  re¬ 
jected  an  element  of  power  which  the 
other  has  retained.  Aa  to  the  unacknowl¬ 
edged  nniversalism  in  tbe  orthodox  church 
as,  we  think  that  there  is  less  of  it  than  is 
commonly  supposed.  We  certainly  dog¬ 
matize  less  on  all  spiritual  subject*  than 
our  fathers  did,  but  that  is  mainly  because 
wq  have  a  more  vivid  tense  than  they 
teem  to  have  had  of  the  greatness  of  bu¬ 
ms*  ignorance.  They  felt  certain  of  many 
thinga ;  we  feel  certain  of  much  le

First 
f  wa  do  not  mistake,  the  congregation  in 
ear  non-Episcopal  Churches  will  more  gen¬ 
erally  take  part  in  the  service.  Whether 
this  will  assume  the  form  of  responsive 
readings  of  Scriptures,  or  ef  an  optional 
liturgy,  is  not  clear ;  but  tbe  tendency 
is  to  be  in  the  latter  direction.

The  Nt te  York  Evangelist' takes  occasion,
